It was in former days for al) 
the sodies of thd bast families to attend the 
prominent barbecues, and this was especially 
the case in the contest between Mr. Breck- 
enridge and General Coombs, in 1849. Out of 
these affairs grew the authentic story of the 
nicest widow in the blue- region. Not 
fay from the Forks of Eikborn lived the 
poy little widow Pamntierey, sat one of 

nearest ——. was Ge Pey ton, 
The General looked u the little 
widow very much as he looked — 
blooded horse Powhattan, “the finest in 
the blue-grass re '

having a great regard for etiquette, bad 
waheel patiently for that time to elapse, in 
order to declare himself. But the widow, 
with her woman’s art, kept her love at bay, 
and kept him in her train. 

He had escorted her to this barbecue, and 
when returning had expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the prospects of General Coombs, 
and the success of the Whig party. 

The widow took sides with the we gees 
and offered to wager her blooded saddle- 
horse, Gipsey, or anything else on her place, 
against Powhattan, or anything else she 
might fancy on the General’s place. 

fhe General's gallantry would not allow 
him to refuse the wager, which he promptly 
accepted. By this time they had reached the 
north fork of the Elkhorn, and were about 
to ford it (bridges were not plenty in those 
days,) when John Peyton, the General’s only 
aon and heir,came up ata sharp gait be 
hind them. 

‘The widow turned and bowed to John, and 
rode into the stream, but a little behind her 
comparvion. The east bank was very steep, 
and required the horses to put forth all their 
strength to reach the top with their loads. 

As iuck would have it, good or ill, the wid- 
ow’s girth broke when just at the commence 
ment of the steep part. The lady, still seated 
on her saddle, slid swiftly back into the 
water, while her horse went up the bank like 
ao arrow. 

John Peyton leaped from lis horse, and in 
an instant caught the floating lady and sad- 
die, and before the General had recovered 

from his astonishment was atthe top of the 
bank with his burden. The little widow was 
equal to the occasion, for shet the Gen- 
eral to ride on and stop her horse, which hed 
now begun to understand bis part in the 
mishap, and was beginnisg to increase bis 
gait toward home, 

The General did as he was bid, and soon re- 
turned with the horse. Ia the meantime 
John Peyton had secured his own horse, and 
when the General came back with the widow’s 
horse she and John were laughing merrily 
over the ridiculous accident, but what further 
passed between them is only known to them- 
nel ves, 

Join Peyton repaired the’ broken 
fastened the saddle again on the horse, placed 


the lady in her seat, bade her good evening, 


mounted his horse, and taking another road 
down the Elkhorn, rode rapidjy home, leav- 
ing the General to cacort the widow,
